II ~ Arrival of Jet r lanes 

In no case was it observed that tne new jet planes were flown from tne 
Soviet Union to tne Soviet -.ne of Germany. All transfers observed v.ere 
effected by rail via fraifurt/Oder. Tne planes were disassembled wnu 
packed in boxes for shipping* different size boxes were observed, so^ 
that it is assumed that the fuselage and wings of jet aircraft are chipped 
separately. It has not been definitely clarified whether ootn wings axe 
packed in one box or in two. 

The shipment of 225 boxes was observed between December lyl9 an cl tne. 
beginning of "arch 1 V5G. Inether all boxes contained parts of jet air- 
craft, or -also '/arts of conventional planes, could not be ascertained, 
however, since tne arrlv- I of piston-powered fighters was not observed 
during this oeriod, tne boxes are assumed to nave contained jet .aircraft. 

It is noteworthy that uJLaosu ail aircraft shipments, according to tne snip- 
ping labels attached to freight cars, should have been dispatenea to 
the airfield of Zerbst. Since the arrival in Zerbst of ouci^ a large na,- 
ber of boxes was :',ot observe u, it is assumed tnao tuu labelling, of the 
freight cars was a camouflage measure.
